REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN OF THE SHEDD-PORTER 
MEMORIAL LIBRARY FOR THE YEAR 1917 


Number of books borrowed: Fiction, 3,751; non-fiction, 452; , 
making a total of 4,183 volumes loaned. 


Number of magazines borrowed, 1,829. 


Number of persons availing themselves of the privileges of 
the reading room, 795. 


This is a considerable falling off from last year, and is due 
mainly to scarcity of fuel so the library could not be sufficient- 
ly warmed, and the fact that so many persons are giving their 
spare time to knitting for the Red Cross. 


Books have been added to the library as follows: New 
books purchased by the trustees, 64; books presented by Mr. 
Roy Gardner, 123; by Mrs. H. H. Dole, 10; Mr. C. J. Newell, 1; 
by D. 8. N. Patten, 2 books and 32 pamphlets; National Se- 
curity League, 1 book; from the State of New Hampshire we 
have received the usual reports and. state laws; from the United 
States Government, publications from its various departments 
and organizations, including the official bulletin; Miss Ellen 
Shumway presented to the hbrary, American Forestry; Mr. 
Roy Gardner the Atlantic Monthly for 1917; and Miss Eliza- 
beth Prentiss, Country Life. 


Through the kindness of Mr. C. N. Vilas, who shared his 
supply of coal with the hbrary, we have been able to keep 
open two days in the week, Wednesday and Saturday, instead 
of closing altogether as otherwise we should have been obliged 
to do.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


SCHOOL DISTRICT OF ALSTEAD 


CHAPTER 122 OF THE LAWS OF 1917 


Section 1} 


The fiscal year of town and special school districts be- 
ginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and 
thereafter. the fiscal and scholastic year shall end August 31, 
annually. 

Section 2. 


At its annual meeting holden in accordance with the 
provisions of section 1, chapter 90, of the Public Statutes, such 
school districts shall raise and appropriate money for the sup- 
port of schools to be expended during the fiscal year beginning 
September 1, next succeeding. 

At the Mareh meeting 1917 as the appropriations made 
only covered the fiscal year ending February 15, 1918, it will 
be necessary for the district to appropriate enough to cover the 
time from February 15, 1918, to August 31, 1918, as well as for 
the year beginning September 1, 1918. 


CHAPTER 24 OF THE LAWS OF 1917 


Section 1 


It shall be the duty of school boards in districts in which 
there is no high school to provide for the further instruction of 
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pupils for a period not exceeding two school years for those who 
have completed the course of study prescribed forthe elemen- 
tary schools whenever such pupils or their parents or guar- 
dian’s desire such instruction — — : 


Only one pupil has applied for such instruction, and is 
taking a business course, continuing the study of English, and 
taking up Commercial Geography, Commercial Law and Book- 
keeping. 

We again wish to call your attention to the absentee at- 
tendance of pupils. Why parents who pay taxes to maintain 
schools refuse to get their money’s worth by keeping their 
children in school while school is in session is a puzzle.

Owing to the removal of pupils from the Rhoades district 
the school was closed and arrangements were made for the 
attendance at South Acworth of the one pupil left. 

The high cost of the transportation of scholars has been 
the cause of much anxious thought on the part of the board, 
but we have been unable to find any practical solution of the 
problem of lowering the cost. Any workable suggestion would 
be welcomed...
